Dear General: 

While I was in Europe, some officials of the French 
Government approached me, requesting my help in founding 
an association in this country which would raise funds for 
the rehabilitation and reconstruction of the village of 
Saint-Die. As you probably recall, Saint-Die was completely 
destroyed by the Germans in 1944, after suffering the same 
fate in World War I. Since, as you may remember, I was 
born in Metz, which is not very far from Saint-Die, I have 
a sentimental interest in helping my former compatriots, 
and have therefore undertaken this project, besides all 
the worries I have selling tobacco and Denicotea.
